Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, species A in Paper dated 4/8/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions have not acquired 
a separate status in the art because the classification of claim 31 is unltnown and that 
the proposed different product set forth by the examiner is not a product itself. This is 
not found persuasive because even though the classification of claim 31 is unlcnown it is 
known that claim 31 is not classified in the same art area as claims 1-30. Concerning 
the proposed different process, a sheet of paper with a drawing thereon can be 
considered a product and the instant claim does not require in particular structure other 
than points and line segments connecting the points. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and Is therefore made FINAL.
